The diseases or dsorders which the VIOLET RAY 4s especially yualified 
to hebp are so varied in their nature that, instead of grouping therm, it ia 
thought beat to consider thelr treatment in alphabecial order. Thia will also 
make it easier to find the treatment for the particular ailment from whieh yor 
may be gufferings Wherever possitle, espacially when the slectrode is to be 
used in dirsot contact with the skin, it is well to insure thorough dryness 
of the surface by dusting owr the skin a liber application of talcum, atearat 
of zine, or some other dusting powder. This will facilitate the moving of 
the electrode to and fro on the surface of the skin, and make the treatment 
much more pleasant and gasy to takee , 
ABSCESSEZES-- Use medium current, and keep Electrote Ho 1 in contact with the 
skins Move it gently over the surface affected for four or five minutes. 
Many medical men speak in the highest terms of the utility of VBO.5T BRAY ina 
these conditions or even in those grave abscesses of the mastoid bones which 
ordinarily reshlt in operatione In the beginning Stages, or period of 
incubation, treastment should be given twice daily.
